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Applicant argues that a linear transformation of a non-linear, gamma corrected R'G'B' 
color space results in a YCbCr color space that is also non-linear (page 10). 

In reply, the Examiner disagrees. "Linear transformation" means that the color space is 
transformed to a linear space, and therefore a linear transformation of a non-linear, gamma 
corrected R'G'B' color space results in a YCbCr color space that is linear ([0018] in Barilovits 
(US 2002/0145610)). 

Applicant argues that the linear-output gamma translator does not convert the received 
image data into a higher bit representation (page 11). 

In reply, the Examiner disagrees. Barilovits describes that a RGB 1 5 format, which is 
non-linear, is converted from five and six-bit components into 8-bit values [0134], then from 
R'G'B' 888 color space, which is also non-linear [0232], into YCbCr color space, which is 
linear. YCbCr also has 8-bit values [0018]. Therefore, the linear-output gamma translator 
converts the received image data from five and six-bit components into 8-bit values, which is a 
higher bit representation.
